Twenty-five years ago he was not 
worth $50,000. What he has made has 
been possible through the liberality of 
the Government of the United States 
and the patronage of the people. He 
has not chick nor child, but because a 
bill has been passed by the Congress of 
the United States which he does not 
happen to approve, he at once forgets 
all the unexampled opportunities that 
have been his; forgets the millions that 
stuff to bursting his strong box; im- 
agines himself a pauper, and talks 
about earning bread for his family. It 
is altogether the weakest, silliest cant 
that we ever heard from a Californian, 
and it will cause a blush of shame to 
warm the cheeks of Gov. Stanford’s 
friends the country over.“ ; 
When Gov. Stanford entered the Sen- 
ate it was hoped by those of his friends 
who are not bound up in the Pacific
